increase over the week before, when there were 687 cases and 242 
deaths. At the close of the week there were in the Hospital Sao 
Sebastiao 492 cases of smallpox and 1 case of plague under treat- 
ment. In the Hospital Engenho de Dentro there were 143 cases of 
smallpox under treatment. In the Hospital Paulo Candido there 
were 206 convalescents from smallpox under treatment. 

Week ended August 16, the following-named vessels were inspected 
and granted bills of health: August 12, the British steamship liedhill, 
for New Orleans, La., and the British steamship (rami J'rince, for 
New York; August 13. the. British steamship Tn/wl-ridge, for Pensa- 
cola, Lla. ; August 14, the British steamship Birminqham, for Savan- 
nah. All the three steamships for southern United States ports made 
their trip via the Island of St. Lucia or Barbados.
